France conscripted all"French-owned 
automobiles for ambulance work. 
The American automobiles were not 
taken, but a number of Americans in 
Paris donated their cais for ambu- 
krace work and volunteered to drive 
them.

tpmobiles the work has grown until 
now there are 1000 American ambu- 
lances, manned by Americans, suc- 
coring the wounded along the west- 
ern battlefronts.

wounded men who would ha-ve per- 
ished but fcf the rapid and efficient 
service of these Americans.

-problem of rapidity mobilizing in dif- 
ferent sections of the country 
the 


freight cars necessary to handle the 
abnormal Government and commer- 
cial traffic that war conditions have 
produced. 


Reports to the war board from 


the car service commission show that 
orders have been given to 36 separ- 
ate railroads to ship immediately 
.68,814 freight cars to 54 other rail- 
roads. These cars are being moved 
•without load and in the quickest pos- 
.sible time. 


The-reports show further that 46k- 


682 cars have actually been received 
by the roads for whose benefit this 
arbitrary movement is ordered, and 
that 51.795 cars have already been 
delivered by the initial roads to in- 
termediate lines in the direction of 
ultimate destination. 


Among the immediate and impor- 


tant results of Ibis redistribution of 
cars will be the increased facilities 
for (he prompt shipment of lumber 
to the army cantonment sites and the 
ship-building 
yards. 
Lumber for 


cantonments is to be supplied from 
ihe Carolina^, 
Florida, 
Alabama, 


Mississippi, Louisiana, and Arkansas. 
Tiiousands of extra cars have been

these states.

the opportunity to observe some things 
which seem to me to be worth telling 
about. Those of you who are exclu- 
sively fond of the stirring detail of 
war, 
such as shooting and being shot 


at and bombing and bayoneting, need 
duly skip a Tittle of this. We had an 
entirely satisfactory amount of smoke 


- and excitement later. 


As soon as our relief battalion had 


jgot In we moved back to Poperinghe 
fbr a couple of days' rest We were a 
pretty contented and jovial lot, OUT 
platoon especially. We were alt glad to 
get away from the strain of holding a 
front trench, and there were other ad- 
vantages.

tions of our muster due to casualties 
had not come through battalion head- 
quarters, and therefore we had in our 
platoon sirty-thiee rum rations night 
and morning and only sixteen men.

good, clean fighting. 'Xobody fired a j 
shot, nobody pulled a bayonet, and no- 
body got the wrong idea about any- 
thing.

"We managed to 
find the spot, and at the old chaplain's 
request we exhumed the body. Some 
of us suggested to Mm that he give us 
the identification marks and retire oitt 
of range of the .shells which were 
bursting all around us.

that it was unwise for him to remain 
in danger, but whatrwe really intended 
was that he" shonld^be saved the horror 
of seeing the pitiful thing which our 
spades were about to uncover.

j ble cost In the first :part-of October, 


191G, 
we "went in" opposite the fa- 


mous Eegina trench. The battleground 
was just miles-ami miles of debris and 
shell holes. Before we went to our 
position the officers and non-coms 
were taken in by scouts to get the lay 
of the land. These trips were called 
"Cook's tours." On one of them I 
went through the town of Poizers 
twice and didn't know it It had a 
population of 12,000 before the~Trar. 
On the spot where it had stood not 
even a whole brick was left, it seemed. 
Its demolition was complete. That 
traa an example of the condition of the 
whole country over which our forces 
had blasted their way for ten miles 
since the previous July. There were 
not even landmarks left 


The "Cook's Tour." 


On the night when we went in to in- 


spect the positions we were to hold, our 
scouts, leading us through the flat des- 
ert of destruction, got completely turn- 
ed round and took us back through a 
trench composed of shell holes con- 
nected up until we ran into a battal- 
ion of another brigade. The place was 
dieadful beyond words. The stench j 
of the dead was sickening. In many | 
places arms and legs of dead men 
stuck out of the trench walls. 


"We made a fresh start after our blun- 


der, moving in single file and keeping 
in touch each with the man ahead of 
him. We stumbled along in the dark- 
ness through this awful labyrinth until 
we ran into some of our own scouts 
at 2 a. m. and found that we were 
halfway across No Man's land, sev- 
eral hundred yards beyond our front 
line and likely to be utterly wiped out 
in twenty seconds should the Germans 
sight us. Fine guides we had on this 
"Cook's tour." 
At last we reached 


our proper position, and fifteen min- 
utes after we got there a whiz-bang, a 
low explosive murderer, buried me 
completely. They had to dig me out 
A few minutes later a high explosive 
shell fell in a trench section where 
three of our men were stationed. All 
we could find after it exploded were 
one arm and one leg, whkh we buried. 
The trenches were without trench 
rants, nnd the mud was from six inches 
to three feet deep all thrown them. 
There were no dugouts only merely 
miserable "funk holes," dug where It 
was possible to dig tncra without on- 
covering dead men. We remained in 
tliis position four days, from the 17th 
to the 21st of October, 101G.
